With the addition to the free 
list proposed by the Wilson bill there 
will necessarily ba u falling off in th 
revenue from the duties on ,'mports 
To make up for this it is proposed to 
impose a tax 011 all incomes which ex 
ceed $5,000 per annum. As there wil 
be objections raised to this method o

MISSION. 


The report of the Intestate Commerce 


Commission directs special atteutior 
to the court decisions wherein the wort 
"line" is given a ditferett meaning 
from that held by the Commission. It 
also recommends an amendment to the 
law that will bring carriers by water 
within its provisions. The Commission 
further recommends additional legisla- 
tion respecting proceedings to enforce 
lawful orders; to provide for establish- 
ing through routes and joint through 
rates; to give the Commission power to 
prescribe through minimum as well as 
maximum rates to competitive points; 
to provide for the adoption of a uni- 
form freight classification; to make 
corporations subject to the act of Con- 
gress liable to indictment for violations 
of the law, and to provide a peualty for 
failure on the part of carriers to file 
annual reports within a specified time. 


If the recommendations of the Com- 


mission are carried into effect by Con- 
gress, the public will be greatly bene- 
flttod by the Interstate Commerce act, 
Waich, as it now stands, is of little im- 
portance to the people. Public car- 
riers, like individuals, should be 
treated fairly, but should also be held 
amenable to the laws. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission has learned 
from experience what amendments to 
the present law are necessary to carry 
out the intent of the act creating the 
commission, and if Congress, by addi- 
tional legislation, authorizes it to en- 
foroe such regulations as may be neces- 
sary under penalty, in a few years there 
will be no just cause for complaint 
ag.iiust railroads for discriminating 
ag.iiust the localities in the matter of 
transportation.

The 
Mont 
Productive 
»n<l Populous 


Valley In the State—Hay and Other 
Crop»—Alfalfa Enriches the Soil. 


Truekee Meadows is doubtless the 


most prodnctice as well as the most 
populous valley in the State of Nevada. 
It's yield of hay, grain and vegetables 
per acre is more than double that of 
the Mississippi valley and the States 
farther east. The alfalfa area of Trackee 
Meadows is about 7,000 acres which pro- 
dace annually about 25,000 tons of hay. ! 
In addition to the alfalfa is a large area j 
of native grass land which produces 
10,000 tons of hay, bringing the annual 
hay crop of the Trnckee Meadows up to 
35,000 tons. A large proportion of this 
hay is sold to stockmen, who fatten 
their cattle for the winter and spring 
markets of California. The pasturage 
on this meadow land after the hay crop 
is harvested is quite a source of revenue 
to the farmers and they realize from $1 
to $3 per acre for fall pasturage. 


One of the advantages of cropping 


the land with alfalfa is that it increases 
the fertility of tbe soil, and the longer 
it ia seeded to alfalfa the better it be- 
comes adapted to the growth of grain 
aud vegetables. Good sagebrush land 
that would not produce twenty bushels 
of wheat to the acre before being seeded 
to alfalfa will afterwards produce from 
twenty-five to fifty bushels per acre. 
The same with potatoes. Land that 
would not produce more than three or 
four tons before being seeded to alfalfa 
will afterwards produce from five to 
twelve tons per acre, and the writer of 
this article has harvested a crop of 
twenty tons of potatoes from an acre 
that had previously been cropped for a 
number of years with alfalfa and blue- 
grass. Truekee Meadows is capable of 
producing as large a crop of onions or 
potatoes to the aero as any locality in 
the United States. The soil near Glen- 
Jale is specially adapted to the growth 
of onious. The climatic conditions and 
the quality of the onion are such that 
they can be kept in perfect condition 
until after the California onions be- 
come unfit for use; then there is a brisk 
demand for Nevada onions, and the 
Truckee Meadow onion kings are in 
their glory. 


Hay, grain and vegetables are not the 


only products of this favored valley. 
The Gould Creamery, located near 
Reno, is noted for its gilt-edge butter, 
which commands the very highest price 
in the California markets. Large quan- 
tities of apples are also being shipped 
from this valley to Denver, St. Louis 
and other Eastern points. The carload 
of honey that was shipped from Reno 
by Mr. Aitken was the finest honey 
ever seen in the Eastern markets and 
command several cents a pound more 
than their home product. It is prob- 
ably superfluous to add that Nevada 
honey and numerous agricultural pro 
ducts were the prize winners at Chi- 
cago. Nevada will be heard from in 
the near future in a way that will make 
the agricultural sharps of the East 
turn green with envy.

When he had 
almost reached the corner of the piano, 
the man who was playing began gently 
sliding off the seat to the right, still 
playing. 
By this time the relief was 


abreast of the bass keys, and these the 
first player, who was still eliding stead- 
ily to the right, now relinquished to him, 
and then the newcomer, still standing, 
but also moving steadily to the right, 
struck in in perfect time and tune. 


"There was a brief time, a second or 


two, when both men were playing — the 
retiring pianist the treble and the on- 
coming player the bass — and for a frac- 
tion of a second they were both stand- 
bag. 
But now the new player is fairly 


opposite the center of the keyboard. He 
settles into the seat, and now it is his 
hand that strikes the treble, and now the 
whole piano resounds to his resolute 
touch. 


"In fact, there never was a minute 


when the piano had anything to say 
about it. There never was a minute 
when the men were not completely mas- 
ters of the situation. There never was 
an instant from the time the relief ap- 
proached until he was firmly settled in 
his seat when both men were not con- 
tinuously in motion, but the change was 
made without a jar or a slur in the mu- 
sic and without the omission of a note."

A Royal Book Buyer. 


Empress Catherine II of Eiassia was a 


great reader and a lover of books. One 
of her services to letters in Russia was 
the purchase of the libraries of Voltaire 
and Diderot. She was a warm friend 
and admirer of these French philoso- 
phers, and their work interested her be- 
cause she was eager to learn new theo- 
ries of politics and government. Vol- 
taire's library of about 7,000 volumes is 
now a part of the Russian imperial li- 
brary in the Hermitage palace, an.1 in 
the hall devoted to it is Houdon's statue 
of Voltaire. 


The story of Catherine's purchase of 


Diderot's library is interesting. It is 
creditable to her tact and her generosity. 
Diderot named £15,000 as the price of 
his library. 
Catherine II offered hizn 


£16,000 and named as a condition of the 
bargain that her purchase should remain 
with Diderot until his death. Thus Did- 
erot, without leaving Paris, became 
Catherine's librarian in his own library. 
As her librarian he was given a yearly 
salary of £1,000.

Then Catherine wroto to her librarian 
that she conlrl not have him or her Li- 
brary suffer through the negligence of a 
treasurer's clerk, and that she should 
send him tho sum that she had set aside 
for tho care and increase of her library 
for 50 years.

she would innke new arrangements. A 
check for £2o,000 accompanied this let-

illustrated the zoo geographical regions 
of the world, with their peculiar forms 
of bird life, and explained thex>ccmTonce 
of isolated forms in different portions of 
the globe by the existence of a former 
land connection now vanished beneath 
the sea. The idea of an ancient tropical 
continent at the south pole uniting South 
America, Madagascar and Australia is 
arousing considerable interest and dis- 
cussion in scientific circles at the present 
time, chiefly owing to the support which 
it has received from the'recent discov- 
eries in the Chatham islands of Mr. H. 
O. Forbes, the well known Malayan trav- 
eler.

Tho new legation has taken three 


houses for which the Chinese govern- 
ment pays $20,000 a year. They now 
occupy tho old Stunner house, which is 
an annex of the Arlington. Tho United 
States paid $200 a day for the board of 
the infanta v.'hilo her suite occupied 
these quarters. Yung Yu is paying $500 
n, day and says he thinks it id very 
cheap. While the women nro kept in 
seclusion, the men have the run of the 
hotiso and make themselves thoroughly 
at home. A part of the delegation were 
onco in England and speak the English 
language fluently. They have the free 
and easy manner of the westerner and 
show a disposition to talk to any one 
who will liste?i. The minister himself is 
us d.-i/h nu a sunburnt mulatto, being at 
least thre-s shades blacker than the other 
members of the delegation. 


Yung Yu says he is very well pleased 


with American cooking, but he has 
taken the precaution to provide himself 
with n Chinese cook and has installed 
him in the hotel kitchen. The legation 
cat but little meat, dining chiefly on 
vegetables. Yung Yu has never been 
out of China before. He was not a man 
of the highest rank in China, but like 
Ko-Ko, though in a different way, rose 
to distinction. He was an official in the 
province of Chin-Keang which corre- 
sponds there to the position of collector 
of the Boston port here. It was strictly 
on his merits that he was chosen by the 
prime minister to represent the emperor 
in this country pending the delicate re- 
lations between the two nations in con- 
sequence of the Geary act. As long as 
there are any strained relations existing 
no member of the legation will bo al- 
lowed to accept the hospitality of ui\ 
American, that being the law of the em- 
bassy.—Washington Cor. Boston Adver- 
tiser.
